As astronomer he visited the com-

sissippi River. Many. years were 
spent in surveying the western wilds, 
travelling by dogtfteam and canoe. 
The winter of 1807-08 was spent at 
Hoaioe & House with his “‘little fam- 
ily,’ as his Indian wife and children 
were termed. In October, 1810 he 
set out to trace the Columbia River 
from its source tq its mouth and was 
the first white man to do this, arriy- 
ing at what is now Astoria, Oregon, in 
July,, 1811. The trip was accom- 
plished despite great perils. Thomp- 
son died at the age of 87, poor and 
unappreciated. @ Posterity has recog-
